I weather that, the enfeebled animals have 


froaen to death, or, lyin^ down liave 
been too much bctiuuitieil to rise again, 
and have consequently perished. From 
these causes many stoekraen have al- 
ready Ion half their herds and the end 
has not come yet. The fact is that the 
fatal time for cattle has not jet arrived. 
Tbe heavy losses usually come about 
the last of March and the middle of 
April are eipected tn cxci-eil thoBO of 
the entire winter preceding. Should 
snch prove to be the experience this 
year there will b« no rattl" Ml upon 
the western ranches. 


Upon pony ranches the stut" nt al- 


fairs is not so bad. These animals will 
•aw the snow away and eat the grass 
they uncowr, but cattle will merely 
drift along with thc storm until they 
drop dead with exhaustion. 


One ranchman says that *7j,000 


eoold not compensate him for his loss 
•a to this time. Another oflers $100,- 
000 to insure him against further loss. 
The Oliteraneh, with Ki.OflO head, fun 
already lost-7,000. These are only in- 
stances taken at random, and not ex- 
eeptione. 
Reliable reports from all 


sections of the grazing region show 
that the same or even a worse state of 
affairs exists. A few of thc smaller 
stockmen pat up hay for their cattle, 
hardly sufficient for their own use, but 
probably enough to carry them through 
if they had been let {alone. The large 
herds from tie ranches, drifting before 
the storm, made short work of these 
scattered stacks of hay, and the whole 
country is left in the same condition of 
starvation and death.
